An Inqoest was helld yostorday on the bady of
Andrew McBride, who was snot by a policeman
on Bunday sfternoon last, at Tweuty-fourth
ang Bucknell sfreews,

rgeant Atkinson vestifled ns follows:—On
Sunday Aft2enoon last there was o disturbapee
at a publichouse coftier ol Coater street and
Landiog avenue, The men goattered aiter the
police reachied there, some of them going into
an_alley. We waited unti they came out
and followed them n,} o the HBuck Hotel;
two of the men were drunk; they were named
McGYaw and Mcllhenny: the former made
disturbance, and I directed two officers to
arrest bim and wke him to the Station House:
there was n party of mon at the Buck hotel, and
oue of them suid, You ure not going to let them
fellows take him; Officers Simlar and Smith had
the prisoner, myselfl and Otflcer Bohier followed
when bhe got half & squure off 1saw the Buck
Hotel party coming up: the prisoner was
at this time uproarious, and I Pt mppers on
him, and told Smith to assiat in koeping the
crowd off, At this moment a vell was given na
If to draw a erowd; I had oftan heard a similar
#l1; at Bucknell street | heard n tussle, and on
ooking around I saw Officer Smith gatbering
himeell up, and heard bhim sny to the crowd,
"l(t-er off;" Offieer Rohrer called to them to
kKeep buck, and pointed hiw pistol at the crowd;
there was arueh towards him and he lieed the
pistol: the man who is dend sppeared to be one
of the ringlenders ol the crowd; I thought
Andrew McBride was shot, as he put hw hand
to hisstomach; can't =ay that I snw the officer
point his pistol at hin; the crowd that came up
numbered irom twelve to dfteen: I did not gee i
pistol i the hands of any one else; there were
three diechnareges; I startod with the prisoner to

0 to the Station House: all the crowd seemed to

¢ of one gang; the =hooting took place within
half o square of the station house; did not see
any weapons mn the hauds of the crosd:
MeBride was first carried to a neiehboring house
and alterwards to the Police Station,

Policoman Churles L. Sunler testitied substan-
tially as Sergeant Atkinzon had done; the de-
ceased, be sald, hud hold of him just betors
Officer Bohrer fired the pistol; saw Officer Smith
with revolver,

Policeman SBmith testified that he was knocked
down twice and had his coat torn betore the
fring; he then tired oue shot irom his revolver:
he had a mace or llly in his ‘mt:k et, but coald
not get it out; his pistol was also i his pocket,

Dr. 8, P, Brown teatified that he made & post
mortem examination ot the body of Andrew
McBride, and discovered that his denth was
caueed by a gunshot wound. The bullet passed
into the abdomen and through the liver, pro-
dueing biemorrbage, which was the immedinte
cause of aeath.

Several perpons were ealled who were wit-
hersges of rome [_mrr'mnu ol the affair, but had not
seen enough of it to make their testimony ol
importance, One or two of them stated that the
crowd consl ted of men, women and children,
such as usunily len-r:- on the oceasion of an
arresl, and that they did not see any one strike
the officers. Oue of the neighbors snid that he
did not see an officer strucik.

The mvestigation was continued unti] Thure-
